I was pleased to see so many tribal 
members at this year’s Pow-Wow. Once 
again, the Pow-Wow committee did a 
fantastic job during the entire weekend. 

We had good weather and a great turnout 
of dancers, singers, drummers, and crowd 
of spectators. Again, great job committee!! 

In the last newsletter, I mentioned the 
Business Committee was in the process of 
acquiring all of the shares of the Buffalo 
Run Hotel. The tribe is now the sole owner 
of the hotel. This has proven to be an 
extremely sound purchase. The hotel and 
casino management have developed several 
packages for guests to our properties. 
Packages include gaming, meals, hotel 
room and rounds of golf at Peoria Ridge. 
We are excited that all the facilities are 
now able to compliment each other and 
offer discounted packages to our guests. 

Federal budget cuts are affecting the tribe 
in various areas of contracted service 
programs administered by the tribe. 


Funding levels have decreased in 
many of our federal programs which 
will require the Business Committee 
to make some tough choices during 
these next several years. Tribal 
funded programs, scholarships, back 
to school reimbursement, and burial 
assistance are on the rise. The 
Education Committee reports this 
year was the largest number of 
scholarships they have recommended 
for funding. Many tribal members 
are attending or going back to college 
to enhance their education. This 
program has proven to give tribal 
members the necessary resources to 
assist them in achieving a better 
quality of life. 

As fall approaches, please remember 
to be thankful for the many blessing 
we, as a tribe, and as individuals have 
received. Please contact me, or any 
of your other elected officials, on any 
questions you may have concerning 
our tribe. Many tribal members have 
sent letters to the Business 
Committee concerning issues 
discussed during the last Peoria 
Council meeting in March. I assure 
you those concerns have been sent to 
the appropriate committees which are 
preparing reports to the Business 
Committee, with recommendations of 
possible solutions.

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News from the Election Committee 

Hello, fellow tribal members. The Election Committee feels it is necessary to inform you of the recent steps 
we have taken, and are continuing to take, to improve several aspects of the voting process. 

We are currently revising the Election Ordinance and will be submitting the revised draft to the Business 
Committee for their October meeting. If approved, the revised Election Ordinance will allow an extension to 
the voting times on the first Saturday of March as follows: from the usual 9:00 a.m. - 12:00 p.m. to the 
revised 7:00 a.m. - 12:00 p.m. Although this is a small step in the direction we are hoping to go, it is a change 
that may allow more tribal members the opportunity to vote. 

This month, we will also be submitting a letter of recommendation to the Business Committee to form a 
Constitution Revision Committee to revise the Constitution of the Peoria Tribe of Indians of Oklahoma to 
allow for voting changes and for absentee balloting to be considered. As you may be aware, our consideration 
of changing the Election Ordinance to allow for more voting days and/or absentee balloting was precluded by 
the legal opinion of the Tribe’s attorney stating that such changes would be unconstitutional. 

As always, the Election Committee invites and encourages written comments and/or questions regarding our 
Tribal

Chronic Wasting Disease Article 



It's that time of the year again. Whitetail Deer seasons are to begin with the opening of Bow Hunting season October 1, and all 
2011 deer seasons will conclude with the end of Bow Hunting season January 15, 2012. Be sure to check Official Oklahoma Hunt- 
ing Regulations for the required licensing, tagging, and check-in 
requirements, the date of specific hunting categories, and specific Oklahoma State zone 
regulations. A brief review of the seasons is as follows: 



DEER SEASONS : The archery deer season runs from Oct 1 through Jan 15. 

The muzzleloading season opens on the fourth Saturday in October 

and runs for nine days. The deer gun season opens the Saturday before Thanksgiving 

and runs for 16 days. 




ARCHERY: Oct. 1 - 2011-Jan. 15, 2012 

MUZZLELOADING: Oct. 22 - 30, 2011 (Antlerless days vary by zone) 

GUN: Nov. 19 - Dec. 4, 2011 (Antlerless days vary by zone) 

YOUTH DEER GUN: Oct. 14-16, 2011; statewide 

zones).

Whitetail Deer herd for Chronic Wasting Disease. This program is sponsored by the Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service, 
Veterinary Service, an agency of the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 

Any tribal members harvesting whitetail deer, either buck or doe, from within or near-by the traditional Peoria reservation bounda- 
ries, are invited to participate in our tribal survey. This can be done by donating a tissue sample, namely two lymph nodes from the 
pharyngeal or throat area of your harvested deer. Environmental personnel will be available to take the necessary tissue samples 
either at the Tribal Environmental Department laboratory, deer check-in stations, or at the final destination of the carcass. Environ- 
mental Personnel are available to take samples within 24 hours of harvest, at your call. Samples will be taken throughout the ongo- 
ing Oklahoma Deer Hunting Seasons. Your participation is greatly appreciated. 

In addition, the Peoria Environmental Department would like to take samples from any fresh road killed deer within or near the tra- 
ditional Peoria Reservation boundaries. If you know of any deer road kills, please notify the Peoria Tribal Environmental depart- 
ment of the date and location of that incident. Environmental 

personnel to contact are Environmental Director Jim Dixon, or any of the following Environmental Specialists Larry Tippit, Aaron 
Epperson, Cynthia Stacy, Pam Craig, or Chris Owens. Please call 918-540-2535 and ask for any of the aforementioned Environ- 
mental Department personnel. 

Further information on our Chronic Wasting Disease monitoring program is available in the Peoria Environmental Department. 
Updates and pertinent information will be published regularly in upcoming issues of the Peoria Tribal Newsletter. Also the results 
of this 2011 program will be published in the future in a tribal newsletter at the conclusion and analysis of all samples. The results 
of each individual deer sampled and overall program results will be made available in the Peoria Environmental Department for 
those who would like to review it. All compiled sampling results will also be reported to the USDA APHIS VS, and the Oklahoma 
Department of Wildlife Conservation.

Program Description 

Reimbursements will be made in accordance with the following Guidelines and made payable to the parent/guardian submitting the 
application. Reimbursement checks will be mailed to the address as listed on the application. 

Some examples of costs allowable for reimbursement under this program include paper, pencils, notebooks, backpacks, shoes, clothes, school 
uniforms, lab fees, activity fees, or other fees charged by the school system. All costs must be itemized on a printed receipt and submitted 
with the Program Application. 

All applications for reimbursements must be submitted to the Education Director at the Peoria Tribal Office with all attachments required. 
Only one application will be accepted per student. Applications may be submitted from August 1, 2011 to December 31, 2011. All 
applications submitted by mail must have sufficient postage and must be postmarked by December 31, 201 1 to be eligible for reimbursement. 
Any applications received with postage due or postmarked after December 31, 201 1 will be returned. 

Guidelines 

■ Student must be an enrolled member of the Peoria Tribe of Indians of Oklahoma. 

■ Must provide with application a copy of the student’s tribal membership card. 

■ Student must be currently enrolled in grades K-12. 

■ Must provide original letter on official letterhead from school certifying the student’ s enrollment for current school year. 

■ Must provide original receipts for purchases showing description of items purchased, and cost per item. 

■ The maximum annual amount to be reimbursed per Student is $100 and will be made payable to the parent/guardian submitting the 
Program Application. 
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School Back in Session 

For twenty three million students nationwide, the school day begins and ends 
with a trip on a school bus. The greatest risk is not riding the bus, but 
approaching or leaving the bus. Before children go back to school or start 
school for the first time, it is essential that adults and children know traffic 
safety rules. 

Drivers 

1. When backing out of a driveway or leaving a garage, watch out for 
children walking or bicycling to school. 

2. When driving in neighborhoods with school zones, watch out for young 
people who may be thinking about getting to school, but may not be think- 
ing of getting there safely. 

3. Slow down. Watch for children walking in the street, especially if there are 
no sidewalks in neighborhood. 

4. Slow down. Watch for children playing and congregating near bus stops. 

5. Be alert. Children arriving late for the bus may dart into the street with out 
looking for traffic. 

6. Learn and obey the school bus laws in your state. Learn the "flashing sig- 
nal light system" that school bus drivers use to alert motorists of pending 
actions: 

Yellow flashing lights indicate that the bus is preparing to stop to load or 
unload children. Motorists should slow down and prepare to stop their 
vehicles. 

Red flashing lights and extended stop arms indicate that the bus has stopped, 
and that children are getting on or off. Motorists must stop their cars and wait 
until the red lights stop flashing, the extended stop sign is withdrawn, and the 
bus begins moving before they can start driving again. 

Children 

1. Get to the bus stop at least five minutes before the bus is scheduled to 
arrive. 

2. When the bus approaches, stand at least three giant steps (6 feet) away 
from the curb, and line up away from the street. 

3. Wait until the bus stops, the door opens, and the driver says that it's okay 
before stepping onto the bus. 

4. If you have to cross the street in front of the bus, walk on the sidewalk or 
along the side of the road to a point at least five giant steps (10 feet) ahead 
of the bus before you cross. Be sure that the bus driver can see you, and 
you can see the bus driver. 

5. Use the handrails to avoid falls. When exiting the bus, be careful that 
clothing with drawstrings and book bags with straps, don't get caught in 
the handrails or doors. 

6. Never walk behind the bus. 

7. Walk at least three giant steps away from the side of the bus. 

8. If you drop something near the bus, tell the bus driver. Never try to pick it 
up because the driver may not be able to see you. 

Parents 

Teach children to follow these common sense practices to make school bus 
transportation safer.

Child Care Develop- 
ment Fund Program 

The child care program is funded 
through the Administration for Children 
and Families (ACF). This program is to 
provide childcare services and activi- 
ties. The qualifications for the program 
are: 


• There will always be a co-pay per 
child per month for each family. 

• Live within 100 miles of the Peoria 
Tribal Office in the states of 
Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas, or 
Oklahoma. 

• There must be an Indian in the 
household. 

• Be under 13 years of age; or be 
under age 19 and physically or 
mentally incapable of caring for 
themselves; or under court 
supervision. 

• Reside with a family whose income 
does not exceed the maximum net 
income level. There will be some 
deductions considered. Income level 
does not apply to the children that 
are physically or mentally 
incapable of caring for themselves. 

• Co-pay example: Monthly net 
income of $4,054.00 for a family of 
four, the co-pay would be $105.00 
per child per month. Every family 
will have a co-pay. 

• Reside with a parent, parents or 
guardian who are gainfully 
employed or attending a job training 
or educational program; or receive, 
or need to receive, protective 
services. 

• Adult must be at work or in class in 
order for the CCDF Program to as- 
sist with child care.

Upon motions duly made and seconded each was approved 
by unanimous vote: (1) Resolution R-07-05-1 1-A, “Approval for Changes to the Peoria Tribal Membership Roll”; (2) Resolution R-07-05-1 1 
-B, “In Support of FY 2012 Tribal Wildlife Grants Program Funding Application to United States Department of the Interior, Fish and Wild- 
life Service”; and (3) Resolution R-07-05-1 1-C, “Integrated Waste Management Plan”. Public comments were received from Second Chief 
Dollarhide. Motion was made and seconded to provide a donation of $1,000 to help defray expenses of Charity Jones for training. Voice 
vote was requested. Votes cast were: Jenny Rampey, No; John Sharp, Yes; Don Giles, No; Jason Dollarhide, Yes; Carolyn Ritchey, abstain; 
Alan Goforth, Yes. The motion carried. There was no request for Executive Session. Motion to adjourn was made and seconded. Motion 
carried unanimously and the meeting was adjourned. 


EDUCATION 

The education committee met August 5, 2011, 5:00pm. 2 members were in attendance, Alan Goforth and Sadie Detherage. 
Donna Fitzgibbon was not able to attend the August 5, 201 1 meeting, however she was able to make special arrangements to 
meet with me at the tribal office prior to the meeting to review the submitted applications. 

It was the decision of the committee to fund 91 renewal students, 30 new students, 5 part-time students, 7 graduate students, and 
1 part-time graduate student. Letters were mailed to 37 students requesting addition information. It was also the decision of the 
committee to not fund 8 students due to incomplete applications. 

Financial need is not one of the criteria for the Peoria scholarship. Every Peoria college student is encouraged to apply. Please 
feel free to stop by the Peoria Tribal Office for other financial aid or scholarship information. It is never too early to obtain a 
scholarship application. You may do so by writing Education Director, Peoria Tribe, P.O. Box 1527, Miami, OK 74355; by 
phoning the Peoria office 1-918-540-2535 ext 10 or 1-800-259-9987 ext 10; or check it out on the Peoria Tribal website, 
www . peoriatribe . com. 

Application deadlines are July 31 for the Fall semester and January 7 for the Spring semester. Incomplete or postage 
due applications will not be considered. Students who accept scholarship funds but do not complete their obligation for that 
semester and maintain a 2.5 GPA forfeit their eligibility for one semester. 

If you know a Peoria student who has received scholastic honors or other special recognition at his or her school, please let the 
Education Director know. The Peoria Tribe is proud of our students and would like to acknowledge their accomplishments in a 
future newsletter. If you have a family member who won’t “toot their own horn”, please do it for them. I can be reached at 
1-800-259-9987, or 1-918-540-2535.

Indian Child Welfare services for the Peoria Tribe of Indians of Oklahoma are available to all enrolled Tribal members and, in most cases, 
to those who are eligible for enrollment. 

The Indian Child Welfare Program (ICWP) is located in the Tribal Programs Building. If you should need our services, please feel free to 
contact us there. The office number is 918-540-2535; you can ask for Doug Joumeycake, Director (Ext. 19 or Cell 918-540-4370) and/or 
Faye Woods, Secretary/Intake Worker (Ext. 32 or Cell 918-533-8808). 

Tribal Foster Homes will soon become a future requirement. Would you be interested in becoming a Tribal Foster Home? Open your heart 
and home to children in need. Give children a chance to have a new and better life. The rewards of being a foster parent are there for the 
adults, as well as the wonderful results for the children. The process is relatively simple, you fill out an application, and we will do a 
thorough Federal and State background check on anyone over 18 years of age living in the home. We will require you to provide four 
personal references that the Indian Child Welfare Program (ICWP) will contact, and then the Indian Child Welfare Director, or his 
designated representative, will do a home visit in your home. Once that process is completed, the ICWP may license your home as a 
tribal foster home in conjunction with the approval of the Department of Human Services (DHS).

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NEW BOOK OF MYAAMIA AND 
PEORIA STORIES PUBLISHED 

Developed through the Myaamia Project at Miami University 
in Oxford, Ohio, the first collection of Miami-Illinois texts 
has been published, myaami neehi peewaaiia gacimoona 
neehi aqlhsoohkaana , a collection of Myaamia and Peoria 
narratives and winter stories, edited and translated by David 
J. Costa, is now available for purchase through the Trading 
Post. The cost of the book, including postage, is $6.00 for 
shipping at book rate (7-10 day delivery) or $8.00 for priority 
first class mail. 

Dr. David J. Costa has spent much of the past twenty-two 
years translating and interpreting this collection of stories. 
Daryl Baldwin, Director of the Myaamia Project of Miami 
University, worked closely with Dr. Costa on the project. 

The book is presented in a bilingual format where Miami- 
Illinois appears on the left page and a free English translation 
on the right page. 

To quote Mr. Baldwin, “Our elders knowingly left these 
stories for us, all of us, of all ages and generations. The 
meanings behind these stories are culturally layered and 
deeply seated in our history. Uncovering this knowledge will 
take generations of thoughtful work. As a result of that 
effort, we hope the stories will continue to find themselves in 
expected and unexpected places within our communities.” 

He continues, providing clarity of storytelling, “Within the 
Myaamia community storytelling begins with teekwahkahki 
‘the killing frost’ in late fall and commences with the arrival 
of ciinkwiaki ‘thunder beings’ in the spring. We believe it is 
the wish of our ancestors that we continue to follow this story 
telling pattern, for they warned us not to tell winter stories 
out of season.” 

This book will be not only a vision into the past for many of 
us, but also a look into the future as it is shared with children 
and grandchildren for generations to come. These stories 
were filled with “lessons” to be learned as we continue to 
create new stories. 

For those who are students of language who wish to learn 
more about pronunciation of the Miami-Illinois words, the 
Trading Post has available the myaamia neehi peewaaiia ka - 
loosioni mahsinaakani: a Miami-P eoria Dictionary , released 
by Baldwin and Costa in 2005. The costs for the dictionary, 
including postage, is $14.50.

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FROM THE ENROLLMENT OFFICE 

Since May, the Enrollment Office has received seventy-one (71) address changes, fourteen (14) name changes, three (3) relinquishments, and seven (7) deceased 
membership notifications. Thirty-four (34) duplicate membership card applications were processed. The Business Committee has approved twenty-nine (29) new 
members. Currently there are 2989 tribal members. 

Is your State Certified Birth Certificate on file in the Enrollment Office? 

The Enrollment Office is continuing to update all tribal membership files. Many members have already sent in their state certified birth certificates. To comply with 
Federal guidelines and be eligible for a CDIB card, issued through the BIA, a state certified birth certificate is required. Reminder; state certified birth certificates 
must show, state file number, state seal, state registrars signature and parentage. If you are unsure if you have a state birth certificate on file, or need assistance in 
acquiring one, please call the Enrollment Office. We have most state applications for birth certificates in the office. Currently there are 1150 members without a state 
certified birth certificate on file. 


Is your name updated in your membership file? 

The Enrollment Office will be glad to assist any member who needs to have their name changed. If your name has changed and you would like your enrollment file to 
reflect your current legal name please bring or send in your legal documentation (such as marriage license, court order, etc.) and the change can be made. If you are 
receiving the tribal newsletter with a previous name listed on the address label, please call the enrollment office for assistance or send your legal documentation (i.e. 
marriage license, court order, etc.) so your file can be updated. It has been observed, the postal service has been returning newsletters and other miscellaneous 
correspondence sent from the Tribe if a persons name does not match their postal record. 

Missing or Change of Address 

We still have several members (658) listed on the whereabouts unknown list. Any and all help is appreciated in finding these members. Several members have 
contacted the office with an update of family members. When the Enrollment Office receives a telephonic or electronic address change, the Enrollment Office will 
send a change of address form to the missing member with a request for completing the change of address form. Once the Enrollment Office receives the original, 
signed, completed form, the address is updated and the form is placed in the members file for accuracy. The Enrollment Office must have written permission from the 
tribal member, over the age of 18, or the legal custodial parent, for members under 18, on file for address changes. If you know someone on the list, above the age of 
18, please have them drop us a letter, with their signature, requesting the address change or send them the change of address form. If you have a child under the age of 
18 (and you are the legal custodial parent) who is listed on the list, please fill out the change of address form, sign and return to the Enrollment Office. 

For your convenience, a change of address form has been placed in the newsletter. If anyone has knowledge of a person or persons listed on the whereabouts 
unknown list, sending this form to them would be greatly appreciated. The address for returning the form is:

Enrollment Ordinance Reminders 

The Enrollment Office receives calls with requests for help or general enrollment information. To help members, listed below are a few reminders of the Enrollment 
Ordinance, which was revised and approved March 23, 2002. Below are sections of the Enrollment Ordinance of which the questions or information are typically asked. 

Section 2 . Dual enrollment with another Federally recognized tribe is prohibited and such prohibition shall be strictly applied; an enrolled member of another tribe 
shall not be eligible for membership with the Peoria Tribe. If a member of another tribe wishes to become a member of the Peoria Tribe, they must first relinquish all 
membership with other Federally recognized tribes. 

Section 8 . Each enrollment application must be completed in its entirety and must contain sufficient information to determine the applicant’s eligibility for 
enrollment. Applicants must list the following on enrollment applications: all names by which the applicant has been known, applicant’s current mailing address, name and 
notarized affidavit confirming applicant is not enrolled with any other Federally recognized tribe, and signature of the applicant or signature of the person filing the application 
on behalf of the applicant. 

Section 9 . Applications for enrollment must be accompanied with a State certified birth certificate. Applications received without a State certified birth certificate 
will not be processed. The following must be visible on State certified birth certificates: 

State Seal 

State File number 

State Registrar’s signature 

State certified birth certificates must also be recorded with the State Vital Records Division of the state of birth. The following documents are not acceptable when 
accompanied with enrollment applications: 

Hospital birth certificates 

Baptismal certificate (even when parents’ names are shown) 

Heirship records 
County abstracts 

Approval of birth certificates issued by foreign nations or other highest-ranking governmental sub-division with jurisdiction to issue birth certificates will be at the 
discretion of the Enrollment Committee. 

Section 18 . Changes to active membership records, such as name changes due to marriage or divorce, must be made by legal documentation (i.e. marriage license, 
divorce decree, court order, etc.). Active members with change of addresses and other status information must notify the Enrollment Office at P.O. Box 1527, Miami, OK 74355 
or by telephone at 918-540-2535 or 1-800-259-9987. Maintenance and accuracy of membership record data is the sole responsibility of each tribal member. Each tribal member 
is personally accountable for correct membership record information (i.e. contact information and/or name changes). The Tribal Enrollment Office will review changes to 
membership records to be forwarded to the Enrollment Committee; the Enrollment Committee shall certify its recommendation of approval to be approved by the Peoria 
Business Committee. Changes to membership records must ultimately be passed by resolution from the Business Committee and submitted to the Miami Area Agency, Bureau 
of Indian Affairs.
